BG Must Furnish 
Hospital Care 
To Prisoners 


Florida State Attorney Gen- 
eral Richard W. Ervin held 
fonday that the City of Belle 
Glade is required to furnish 
and pay for medical care for 
indigent prisoners sentenced by 
municipal court. City Manager 
C. B. Talmadge said he instruct. 
ed the city attorney to request 
a ruling after a city prisoner re- 
quired attention. 

Talmadge said the prisoner 
was suffering from a brain dis- 
ease when he was taken to 
Belle Glade Memorial Hospital. 
He has been released; however, 
the city made the inquiry to 
learn what it must do in the 
future. 

While there is no provision in 
the city’s charter and no gener- 
al law on the subject, the at- 
torney general advised Belle 
Glade City Attorney Claude 
Jones that court opinions of 
other states held medical at- 
tention should be provided. 

Ervin held also that if the 
city failed to provide medical 
and hospital care and the pri- 
soner subsequently was\ pre- 
manently disabled, the \ city 
would be responsible, \ 

He said that termination of 
the sentence would end the 
city’s liability in eath case,’ It 
was further ruled that “time 
spent in a hospital should be 
counted toward the prisoner’s 
sentence.

Belle Glade building values continued to show a healthy 
increase over last year led by the surge of new home building 
and additions to existing structures, according to the July report 
from Building Inspector W, L. Cunningham, who said this yesr 
is the city's record building year for new homes. 

Building permit values for July amounted to $240,950, third 
largest month for values in 1959. Permits in April were highest 
with $290,240 and January was second with $268,000.

No complaints have been re- 
gistered in the first round of 
public showing of the new tax 
values at South Bay, according 
to representatives of Hunnicutt 
& Associates, the St. Petersburg 
firm which recently completed 
the city’s revaluation of real 
and personal property in the 
city. 

The books were open for in- 
spection Tuesday and Wednes- 
day and less than a half dozen 
citizens of the approximately 
400 taxpayers dropped by city 
hall. Their questions concerned 
the amount of taxes due, not a 
complaint about the stm, the 
spokesmen said, 

Final results of the revalua- 
tion survey will be announced 
when the city council sits as a 
board of equalization sometime 
in September for the final 
round in the process. 

Tentative figures; however, 
show that the total tax roll will 
be about the same as last year’s 
$2,888461 before homestead 
exemption. Actual tax 
amounted to $2,401.451 with 
$283,461 in personal property 
taxed at four mills. 

The new card index of pro- 
perties provided by Hunnicutt 
gives records of the land and 
improvements separately ,they 
explained.

It was originally understood 
that the revaluation survey had 
discovered parcels of land which 
had not been on the tax rolls of 
the city; however, it was learn- 
ed Tuesday, that this conceptign 
was proved to be wrong.

Farmers of Palm Beach Coun- 
ty who are interested in the 
Conservation Reserve of the 
Soil Bank for the 1960 crop 
season will be able to get full 
information at the county Agri- 
cultural Stabilization and Con- 
servation office after the mid- 
dle of August, ASC Chairman, 
E. F. Froehlich, said today. 
The basic national rate of pay- 
ment will be $13.50, the same 
as in 1959. These rates vary by 
counties. 

The principal changes in the 
program this year will be as 
follows: 

1, Land owned by a State, 
county, town, or local govérn- 
ment will be ineligible for the 
program — a rule which is al- 
ready in effect for Federal land. 
2, Land which has changed 
ownership (except through in- 
heritance) since December 31, 
1956, is ineligible to enter the 
program in 1960. 

3. If land under a 1960 Con- 
servation Reserve contract is 
sold, the contract generally may 
be assumed by the purchaser 
only after it has been in effect 
for 3 years. 

As in 1959, the 1960. Conser- 
vation Reserve will be conduct- 
ed on an offer-and-acceptance 
basis. The first step will be for 
the farmer to inform the county 
office of the land he wants to 
place in the program and re- 
quest that a basic per acre ‘rate 
be established for that land. 
These rate requests may be fil- 
ed at the county office begi 
ning August 24 and must be fil- 
ed not later than September 10 
if the farmer wants to be con- 
sidered for a 1960 contract. 
The county committee will 
establish the rate, setting at 10

cropland on the farm is to be 
retired. 

After the basic rate has been 
determined, the farmer may ap- 
ply for a contract at any figure 
below that rate. In case the 
Gounty receives more applica- 
tions than it can accept, prior- 
ity will be given to the farmer 
offering the land at the lowest 
rate compared with the basic 
rate established for his land. 
For example, if the basic rate 
on a farmers’ land is set at $12 
per acre, he will have a better 
chance of getting a contract if 
he offers the land at $9 an acre 
than if he offers it at $10 or 
more, 

A farmer who applied for a 
1959 Conservation Reserve con- 
tract, but was not offered one 
because of shortage of funds 
will get special consideration 
this year. Such a farmer will be 
offered a contract at the basic 
rate for his land reduced by 
the average amount of reduc- 
tion for all offers received in 
the county.

The per-acre 
rate will be earned each year 
the contract is in effect, In ad- 
dition, a farmer can get a cost- 
share payment to assist in est- 
ablishing approved conservation 
uses on the land,
